8AN QUENTIN PRISON.

It ia one thing to catch a thief and it 
ll another thing to hold him. DuriuK a 
meeting of the chiefs of police of all tbo 
larger citieH of the United States aud 
Canada, which occurred at Milwaukee, 
there were reininiscouccs of remarkable 
onptures and of escapcs which bordered 
cloeely upon the miraculous. 


“ The most remarkable escape from 
prison that 1 can recall,” said William 
A. Pinkerton, “ was that of Frank 
Steadman from the SanQueutin prison. 
But I’ll not toll you about it, for here 
is John Glass, who caught Steadmun 
ADd sent him back to San Quentin. *’ 


Obief Glass pinched the brown im­ 
perial on his nnder lip reflectively for 
% moment before he responded to the 
looks of inquiry bent upon him by tho»e 
not familiar with the story. 


“ The escape to which you refer, Pin­ 
kerton, was made after I sent Steadman 
to Ban Quentin and not before. I was 
not the fortunate one to got him after 
that last wonderful break. Aud to tell 
tbe troth, I have never taken to myself 
mnch credit for taking him the time 1 
did, for it was to a considerable degree 
a matter of good fortune. You see, we 
were jnst at that time keeping our eyes 
open for a bank robber by the name of 
Barnes, who had gone iuto one of the 
banks out there, covered tho one man 
who happened to be alone in the place 
at the time, locked him up in the vault, 
and then coolly walked out of the bniik 
and oat of sight with all tho funds he 
oonld get bis bands on. 


*‘Onoday.a man answering closely 
tbe description wo had of Barnes step­ 
ped off the train at Los Angelo.s. Wo 
took him in tow at once, but found 
we did not have tho bird wo wero after. 
However, wo managed to hold him 
long enough to And out that he was 
Frank Steadman, who had become no- 
torlons even at that time as a successful 
jail breaker. He had four or five escapes 
from prison in southern Indiana credit­ 
ed to bim, had got uway from Joliet 
and bad still seven years to do at the 
Illinois prison; had also been at San 
Quentin, aud had escaped from there 
Witb five years unflnished. 


**8teadnion was a machinist by pro- 
feasion, and a burglar by inclination. 
When be was sent back to San Quentin 
to finish bis time, ho was put to work 
with other convicts in tho engine room. 
It was bore that an idea caiuo into his 
brain that for absolute daring and fear­ 
lessness was typical of tho man. He had 
noticed that every evening at the time 
the men working in the engine room 
were lined up to bo marched away, the 
machinery v'ae stopped at exactly the 
lame moment Ho had observed as well 
that a window leading to an adjacent 
Toof was not far from the top of the big 
driving belt of tho engine. From that 
roof it waa possible to reach the outer 
uvall of tbo prison. Beyond the wall 
was freedom. He had escaped so many 
times that ^<s mind leverted again and 
again to tho window high up on tho 
wall of tbe engine room. Apparently it 
was beyond all possibility of being 
reached. No ladder was to be obtained. 
Had such a ^hing been even standing 
in place agiinst tho wall, to break 
from tho lino and scale it with catlike 
dexterity, aPhough tho work of but a 
few secondf. he well knew would bo 
futile, poss bly fatal. Bullets travel 
fttstei than egs, and tho guards wero 
not bad shots. ]3nt desperate deeds de­ 
mand desire ato means. Somo minds 
may work with an ingenuity born of 
despair, but Steadman’s was of a ditfer­ 
eilt caliber. His plans wero the out' 
growth of steadfast optimism. 


**0no day there came to him as if by 
Inspiration the thought that the big belt 
might bo the means of carrying him to 
his goal. Ht found that it was impossi­ 
ble to count the revolutions of the driv­ 
ing wheel, hut there w'ore lacings in 
the broad belt, which he was able to 
distinguish hs u sort of blur as it passed 
a given point. For days and days ho 
counted, aud in bis cell at night he 
spent his time in calculations. He die- 
covered tbe lact uumber of revolutions 
tbe wheel made per minute. He learned 
alio by eoui tant observation just bow 
many times tbo belt went round after 
tbe engine was shut down. 


**One evening, when the line bad 
been formed as usual at the close of tbe 
day*s work and as the big wheel began 
to lose its momentum, suddenly a eon- 
viet sprang from the line, leaped to tho 
bell, with outstretched arms grappling 
both edges of tbe broad leather. He had 
calculated well tbe strength that would 
be required, for tbe territlo wrench did 
not loosen his grasp. Outward and up 
ward he swuug until be reached tb*) 
topmost point of tbe circumference. The 
nicety of his calculation had reaped its 
fewMrd. Tbe belt stopped. He leaped to 
bli feet, sprang through the window 
and waa gone before convicts or guards 
bfiii recovered from their astonishment. 
He caught up a guard's coat aud hat. 
dropped from the wt U and got away in 
the dusk of the evening. I am inclined 
lo believe that as a mathematical propo- 
aition that was about as perfect a piece 
of work as any man ever accomplished." 


**And did be get away without re- 
oaptore?" somo one asked.

I t H as Been Upheld by the Supreme 
^ 
Court. 


Detroit Journal:-r-The decision of the 
supreme court upholding the validity 
of the so-called Merriman law—an act 
passed by the last legislature slightly 
increasing the proportion of tax levied 
upon railroads—disposes also of the ex­ 
emption allowed by the law of 1891 to 
railroads thereafter constructed north 
of latitude 44. The object of the law 
of 1891 was to encourage the building 
of railroads in the northern part of the 
state. 
The people living in that sec­ 
tion were willing to pay heavy freight 
rates and passenger fares but as this 
was not sufficient to induce the build­ 
ing of railroads they asked the state to 
make concessions. 
The concessions 
were made in 1891 and repealed in 1807. 
By the decision in the case of the Man­ 
istee *N: Northeastern railroad confirm­ 
ing the act of 1897, upper peninsula 
roads heretofore exempt from taxes, 
and all lines north of parallel 44 became 
subject to taxation as before.

THE MEETING IS HARMONIOUS. 


Platform M eeting Last Evenlnsr Was 
Very Interestlnir—A nother 


Meetlnar This E vening. 


The annual meeting of the Universa- 
list convention of Michigan in session 
at the Univerealist church is progress­ 
ing very satisfactorily. 
“The Occa­ 
sional Sermon,” the subject of Kev. 
Olivia J. Woodman of Paw Paw, more 
than met the situation. The thought 
of the talk was that because w'e possess 
the comforts of religion we should not 
become indifferent to assisting others 
to possess the same comforts, or that 
religion gave to everyone an opportuni­ 
ty for doing something. 


Communion was impressively observ­ 
ed. 


The reports of otticers and committees 
were read and while as in all churches 
there were ups and downs there was 
great cause for encouragement. 


A most interesting paper was read by 
Mrs. George Cole of Lansing, on “The 
Teacher the Pastor of His Class.” 
teeming with helpful suggestions and 
thoroughly practical throughout. Mrs. 
L. W. rfpiague’s paper was “ What to 
Teach and How to Teach it” or rather 
personality in Sunday school work in 
which it was truthfully observed that 
everyone was not fitted to be a Sunday- 
school teacher; that the situation might 
be improved, it was thought, by hiring 
consecrated people to devote their time 
to inspire the young that a respect for 
character is the object of religious 
training. 


The platform meeting last evening 
was 
especially interesting, a good 
congregation being present and the ad­ 
dress, “The Modern Thought of God,” 
was handled in a modern way. Rev. 
George A. Sahlln took part in the pre­ 
liminary exercises and after praver by 
Key. George Humberstone of Toledo, 
O., introduced Rev. L. W. Sprague of 
Grand Rapids as the presiding elder 
whose duty it was to introduce proper­ 
ly each speaker and his subject. Mr. 
Leslie laughingly said that he had no 
objections to being called the presiding 
younger but couldn’t dissipate the 
thought that he was 
old in wis­ 
dom though young in years. “God 
in Nature” was the division of the 
theme assigned to Rev. T. W. Illman 
of Bay City. While he believed God 
was in nature and thought that the 
immanence of God was the correct 
rendition of his thought only God was 
more than nature in that he was oyer 
all as well as in all and through all. The 
Rev. Fred V. Hawley, of Jackson, a 
gentleman once belonging to the Bap­ 
tist communion and discovering he 
no longer believed in their teaching 
resigned his ministry only to be fol­ 
lowed by the larger part of his people 
to build with him a people’s church. 
“God in History” svas his theme aud 
Mr. Hawley thought that God must be 
in man before he got into history. He 
gave a beautiful illustration of the dif­ 
ferent steps of religious consciousness, 
citing three men going down the Mis­ 
sissippi in a canoe, one an Indian the 
other a priest and the third a man of 
science. When a storm 
rose 
the 
lightning shattered a tree upon the 
bank. The Indian prostrated himself 
in fear, the priest crossed himself and 
the scientist was glad he occupied an 
insulated position knowing that the 
lightning could not harm him while in 
tbe canoe upon the water. 


“God in Man,” by tho Rev. D. S. 
McCallester was last on the program 
for the evening. Mr. McCallester has 
just returned from a trip to I'^urope and 
he visited all the countries except 
Spain. Ho believed that the power in 
us making for righteousness, compell­ 
ing us to recognize a higher ideal 
from dav to day was something outside 
of ourselves. The choir rendered three 
selections.

says: “Dealing specially with Englisti 
gi'owthia, nothing but a desperate state 
can be chronicled, and, when compared 
with a month ago, 
prices are again 
weak e:.fi lower. Local dealers 
and 
merchants are full of stock, not 
be­ 
cause they are unwilling to sell, 
but 
condition of things cmfwypshrdlushs 
because ¡iscy 
never get the chance. 
This condition of things has prevailed 
with more or less severity since last 
July, and there are to-day large quan­ 
tities of vool which were piled up at 
that date, and have never been stirred 
Biiice." 


This may be taken as a pretty ac­ 
curate description of what the presieut 
condition of the English wool trade is. 
The price asked for what 
are 
tech­ 
nically known as Lincoln hoggs 
and 
and wethers is 8 3-4d. With the ex­ 
ception of a short time in 1892, when 
Lincoln 
wethers were at 
S'/^d. 
per 
pound, all English and Irish wool is 
lower in price this season than at any 
other time in the history of man. The» 
consumption for coarse wools is almost 
entirely gone, fashion having 
com­ 
pletely changed on fine-grown wools. 
This seems to be the contention here 
also. The demand for course 
wools 
has very much decreased of late, and 
In the United States, our chief market 
for wools, only fine-grown varities ar© 
wanted. 


Pure W itter Just Now. 


Too much sti*ess can be laid on tS% 
fact that the superiority of Jersey but­ 
ter depends on ita quality', says the 
Jersey Bulletin, and that this quality 
can not be preserved if cows are fed or 
allowed to eat impure food or drink 
impure water. 
Pure 
food; that 
is, 
water fresh and free from foul ordors 
as well as from disease germs. This 
fact is manifest on remeniberance that 
water makes up a large proportion of 
all milk and passes so rapidly from the 
stomach into the circulatory 
system. 
The quality of milk that a cow gives 
is directly governed by the quality of 
water she drinks. 


In view of this fact, Jersey • cattle 
owners can not be too careful in pro­ 
viding a 
plentiful supply 
of 
fresh, 
clean, pure water for their 
cattle— 
cows and calves as well. No artificial 
device is so good as a natural spring 
branch running over a gravel and sand 
bottom. 
The 
supply from 
a 
good 
spring is constant and does not 
de­ 
pend on the hand-pump, the windmill 
or the water-ram; it is always fresh 
and maintains very nearly the same 
temperature the year 'round and Is not 
likely to be Infested with any of the 
ordors or poisons to which the stag­ 
nant water of ponds is so liable. Of 
course when a spring can not be had 
other sources must be 
sought. Tho 
ends aimed at should be abundance, 
purity and ease of access. Every pas­ 
ture and every barn lot should be well 
supplied. 
Cows need a very large 
supply of water. 


Frank ]>evelope«l by EiiglUh Slieep.

present generation. 


Tiie %'aliie of C urrants. 


ftt the reported proceedings of the 
Wisconsin Horticultural Convention, a 
Mr. Stickney gave an account of his 
raising currants. He has sold >27,000 
worth —this was not in one year, but 
his continued cropping. His two mar­ 
ket varities were Holland and Prince 
Albert—good for market but not of 
high quality. 
They were selected be­ 
cause they are late and can be sent to 
market after the other currants have 
come and gone. They are firm 
and 
ship 
well to market. 
He 
has four 
acres in cultivation; intends to plant 
two more acres of the Fay and other 
good varities. 
He has erred by not 
pruning enough, which the Fay par­ 
ticularly requires, it being of spread­ 
ing growth; he intends to prune 
to 
make more upright. 
He thinks that 
with severe pruning, live feet 
apart 
in planting will be enough, although 
many recommended six feet. 
He be­ 
came convinced that he did not prune 
enough, by witnessing the Caliiornia 
pruning within three feet from the 
ground. 
He would use Paris 
green 
wlien 
the 
currants are 
one-fourth 
grown. 
In pruning 
he cuts out 
all 
the old wood and some of the new, 
Tlie tliin portions sliould be 
pruned 
and the slonUorest of the new shootii, 
and that keeps the bush sturdy 
and 
compact in appearance.

SAMUEL PE CHAMPLAIN. 


4chlovoaa«ut mt ihm Itravo irroMOhmM 


Who Ou t * tha Nitm«» to Oar Loko. 
This article gives an exceedingly In­ 
teresting account of the achievements 
of the brave and noble Frenchman who 
gAVo hlB name to our Lake Champlain. 
The Indian name of that lake was Sat * 
anac, but since the year 1609, when it 
was first beheld by 
white 
men, 
It 
has borne the name of Its discovorer, 
Samuel de Champlain. 


Samuel de Champlain was born In 
France, on the shores of the bay of 
Biscay, In 1567. Though of a noble 
family, he was poor, and, entering the 
royal navy, he rose to the lauk of cap­ 
tain. 
During one 
of 
Henry 
the 
Fourth’s w'ars he left the sea and 
fought gallaDtly for the king on land; 
and when the war was over the king, 
M’ho loved the man of merit, granted 
him a small pension in order to retain 
him near his person. 
But Samuel de 
Champlain was far too much of a man 
to be \vllling to waste his life in dangl­ 
ing about a court. 
Being fond of ad­ 
venture, eager to Increase his knowl­ 
edge and desirous to do something for 
the glory of France, he obtained per­ 
mission of the king to make a voyas^e 
to the new world. He was then thirty- 
three years of age. 
Obtaining com­ 
mand of one of the ships of a Spanish 
fleet, he sailed to the West Indies and 
remained two years and a half in 
Spanish America, making sketches and 
surveys and keeping a diary, which ia 
preserved to this day in France. 
Be­ 
sides visiting the principal West India 
ports, he made his way to the City of 
Mexico, and on his return visited Pan­ 
ama, where he conceived the idea of 
cutting a canal across the Isthmus of 
Darien, nearly 300 years ago. 


Returning to France, he found De 
Chastes, a veteran soldier, full of a 
project to go to the shores of the St. 
Lawrence, discovered by Cartier seventy 
years before Champlain joined tho en­ 
terprise. During the voyage, made in 
two small vessels, in 1603, they sailed 
past the lofty 
promontory on W'hleh 
Quebec now stands and reached the 
island on which is the city of Montreal, 
but only a wilderness at the time. The 
rapids of the St. Lawrence prevented 
further progress in small boats, so that 
the explorers returned to their ships 
and went back to France. 


Next year, 1604, early in the spring, 
with two larger ships, 
filled with a 
crew of gentlemen, merchants, Hugue­ 
not ministers, Catholic priests, theivea 
and ruftliins, 
Champlain sailed again 
for Canada, expecting now to make a 
permanent settlement. 
Avoiding the 
St. Lawrence, the adventurer selected 
for the site of their establishment an 
Island at the mouth of a river empty­ 
ing into Passamaquoddy bay. 
The 
ships returned to France, leaving on 
this rocky island 
seventy-nine men, 
who experienced the horrors of a C a n ­ 
adian winter. 
Drifting ice sometimes 
cut them off from 
the 
mainland 
whence they 
drew piles of wood and 
water. 
Their wine froze solid in its 
barrels, and was served out to the men 
by the pound. Thirty-five of the seven­ 
ty-nine men died of scurvy before the 
spring, and many more were reduced to 
the last extremity. 


Amid the gloom and terror of the 
time Champlain preserved his courage 
and serenity, and did all that was poa 
Bth’e to save his companions from des­ 
pair. 
In the spring 
a vessel from 
Fiance brought them good cheer an< 
I’estoratlon. 


Champlain volunteered to brave an 
other winter on 
that bleak and icy 
coast. 
That winter however, provet 
remarkably mild, and Champlain made 
such excellent provisions for the sea 
son that only four men died. Intrigues 
at the French court broke up the col 
ony the 
next year, and 
Captain de 
Champlain returned again to his nativo 
land. 


Three years passed—Champlain al 
M'avH pining for the wilderness, 
the 
broad rivers, the strange men and the 
transparent air of the western world 
He was so ambitious that a new com 
pany was formed under his auspices 
and in IfiOS he set sail again for Ameri 
ca. intending to plant a permanent col 
ony on the banks of the St. Lawrence 
Ho founded the city of Quebec. 
The 
first 
winter there wa.s 
terrible: but 
when at length the tardy spring had 
onoiiod the river, the undaunted Cham 
plain, leaving most of his companions 
to traffic in the furs, gathered a party 
of Indians and went forth upon a jour 
ncy of exploration. 


in a small sloop, accompanied by 
(lrf‘t of canoes, he once more ascended 
the St. Lawrence; again passed by the 
lofty 
mountain 
behind what is now 
Montreal, and was again brought to a 
stand by the rapids. He sent back his 
sloop to Quebec with most of his white 
followers, and the Indians carried their 
light canoes around the rapids to the 
tranquil 
Sorel, w'here 
he embarkec 
with them for further exploration 
Two white men alone of his party hac 
volunteered to accompany him. 
H ii 
Indians were sixty in number, and the 
whole 
company 
filled 
twenty-four 
canoes. 
They advanced cautiously 
for they were nearing the domain 
the terrible Iroquois, the heredltarjr 
foes of the Indians under the comman( 
of Champlain. 
A few of the canoes 
kept far ahead of the main body, ane 
tlie woods on each side of the river 
were scoured by the warriors and hun 
ters. At night the canoes were drawn 
up along the bank, and the wfiole party 
slept 


The river w'idened as they went on 
iintil on a brilliant day in June, 1609 
they entered the lake which bears to 
this day the name of Champlain 
They advanced up the lake as far as 
Crown Point, where their progress was 
stopped by a powerful war party of 
Iroquois, outnumbering them four to 
one, 
Champlain 
landed 
his 
men 
There were three Frenchmen, armea 
with muskets, and sixty Indians witn 
bows and arrows, against more than 
200 Iroquois.
